In the 8esslons of thoge Conferences which 
contain a strong and active Social Service 
Group, there seems to be a marked virility, 
a spiritual intensity, a noticeable aggressive- 
ness in real evangelisgm. Time will show 
whether this impression is the mere trick 
of a 8ympathetic imagination. 


Rock River requested the Book Commit- 
tee to is8ue a pamphlet setting forth condi- 
tions of labor for its employees, including 
details of wages and measures of welfare, 
and recommended that a preferential” pol- 
icy govern the hiring of men in the Chicago 
establishment, preferring in cage of equal 
character and efficiency, first the church 
member, next the union man. Also it sub- 
stituted in the place of Anniversaries at the 
next segslon an Institute in Education, Evan- 
gelisgm, Misslons and Social Service, request- 
ing the various Boards to gend men pre- 
pared to conduct guch an institute instead 
of making general speeches. 


At the Northwest Indiana our Commigsslon 
had two of its men present regults of 8ur- 
veys just before the evening meeting. One 
used charts, the other glides. A goodly num- 
ber of preachers enjoyed these curtain 
raigers.” 


In our larger cities we have little connec- 
tionalism. It geems Impossible to Iinterest 
and move Methodism ag a unit. Here and 
there gome District Superintendent begins 
to co-ordinate the forces, but usually the ap- 
pointment of his 8guuccessor ends the work. 


Everywhere the liquor forces are fighting 
woman guffrage.

No man is too busy to read these books— 
First, Tippy's book, *The Church as a Com- 
munity Force,” which tell briefly the story 
of nine years' constructive work and graph- 
ically reveals its 8uccessful methods. In 
any type of community the church will 
benefit if its leaderg read this book. (Mig- 
glonary Education Dept., New York, b0c.) 

Second, Work and Wealth,” by J. A. 
Hobson—A challenge to current economic 
theory and industrial practice: an attempt 
to gurvey our ecohomic system from the 
standpoint of human values, and to work 
these out in a definite calculus. On almost 
every page the challenge is flung at the 
economics that knows nothing but mate- 
rial values, combined with frequent prac- 
tical 8uggestiongs to arrest the attention, 
now 8showing why profit-sharing and co-op- 
eration will not work, again declaring that 
public ownership is economically justified, 
even though it produces less product, if it

develop more human welfare; and again 
insisting that there is nothing ethical in 
paying twice as much to a man who pro- 
duces twice as much as another man. Here 
is justification and much ammunition for 
those who are preaching that industry must 
be reorganized until it conforms to the 
teaching of Jesus. This is the one book of 
the seagon that the thoughtful preacher 
cannot afford to be without. (Macmillan, 
New York, $2.00.) 

Third, *The Ragged Trousered Philan- 
thropists,” by Robert Tressall—A realistic 
revelation of the English working class, by 
one of them. A pitiless chronicle of the 
gins and weaknesses of both the industrial 
gystem and the workers. This light from 
within shows clearly the main obstacles to 
progress. It must be remembered that a 
certain 8ection of our industrial wage earn- 
ers are perilously near the same abyss. (F. 
A. Stokes, New York, $1.25.) 


Another book worth owning is The 
Ethics of Jegus and Social Progress,” by 
Charles S. Gardner—It is a thoroughly com- 
prehensive review and estimate of modern 
gocial progress from the standpoint of 
Christian ethics. It maintains the identity 
of the scientific vision of the goal of social 
evolution and the concept of the Kingdom 
of God. (Doran Company, New York, $1.25.) 


Significant evidence of the trend of things 
is found in this year's publications of the 
Missionary Education Movement. Its text 
books are, **The New Home Missions,” H. 
Paul Douglass, and The Social Aspects of 
Foreign Missions,” W. H. P. Faunce, the 
one presenting the intensive and gocial as- 
pects of Home Missions, the other dealing 
with the interchanges of East and West, 
as well as the social values in misslonary 
work. (New York, 60c each.) 

Along with thege goes the Library of 
Christian Progress, presenting besides Tip- 
py's book, The Making of a Country Par- 
ish,” by H. S. Mills, and *The Church at the 
Center,” by W. H. Wilson, In addition 
there is a little volume of Social Prayers 
and a s8election of Social Hymns, which may 
be pasted in the back of the regular hymnal. 
Add thege educational means along with 
the 8ocial service study class and we 8hall 
g00n have ome thoroughly s&soclalized 
churches, 

Of kindred significance is the fact that 
the complete story of one of the dramatic 
romances of modern missiongs 8hould be 
given the title of Social Christianity in 
the Orient.” This is a gripping narrative 
by John E. Clough, of the beginning of the 
great mass movement among the Telugus 
in India, which is securing a place in the 
gocial organism for the outcast Pariahs and 
is knocking the very base from under the 
caste gystem. (Macmillan, New York, $1.50.) 


Our own Book Concern is making its con- 
tribution to the social movement. *'The 
Rural Church Movement,” by Edwin L. 
Earp, is an interesting 8ummary of a move- 
ment that has vital import for Methodism. 
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It presents a 8ound program for the local 
church and for the denomination. 75c net. 

*The Sovereign People,” Daniel Dorches- 
ter, Jr., is an informing and s8uggestive dis. 
cusslon of gome of the expressions and im- 
plications of the movement toward de- 
mocracy. $1.00 net. 

"Heart Problemg and World Is8ues,” J. 
A. Geissinger, is an interpretation of the 
book of Revelation that is full of practical 
gocial g8uggestions, that fully recognizes 
what Rauschenbusch calls the *tremendous 
Bocial radicalism bottled up in that book.” 
The 8ocial-minded preacher can use this in 
study classes, prayer-meeting or 8ermon 8e- 
ries. $1.00 net. 


"Modern Industry,” by Florence Kelley is 
a brief review of the effects of modern in- 
dustry upon the family, health, education 
and morality, by one who has studied them 
and lived among them for twenty years. 
It challenges our 8schools, collegeg and uni- 
versities to teach the social morality that 
is needed to transform our industrial life. 
(Longmans, New York, $1.00 net.) 


A ©Prospectus” of a scheme for consery- 
ing and developing the spiritual regources 
of this nation, is what Dr. Stanton Colt calls 
his book, *The Soul of America.” It is an 
attempt to develop the sociology of religion. 
The chapters on the sociological function 
of the church and "social democracy in re- 
ligion,” also the s8uggestions for democrat- 
izing worship need to be considered. Un- 
doubtedly the religious aspects of patriot- 
ism need emphasis, but the depreciation of 
internationalism and race s8olidarity is dis- 
tinctly reactionary. (Macmillan, New York, 
$2.00 net.) 


*Socilaligmm and Motherhood,” in John 
Spargo's ugual attractive style, is an ap- 
peal to the mothers of the race to recog- 
nize the contribution which Socialisgm offers 
to their welfare. It ought to make forever 
impossIble the ignorant and unjust accusa- 
tion that Socialilgm makeg either for free 
love or the "stud farm.” (Huebsch, New 
York, 60c net.) 


*The Abolition of Poverty,” by J. H. Hol- 
lander, is a brief, clear and congervative 
putting of the economic 8upport for the hope 
of the abolition of poverty, which seems 80 
foolishly radical to many good people.

Ebinger of 201 South State Street, Chica- 
go was elected treagurer. H, F., Rall was elected record- 
ing Secretary. tir. Frank MM. Gregg, a member of the Coun- 
cil, was invited to sit with the Committee. 


It was moved and carried that it be recommended to the 
Council that constitution be amended to increase the 
Executive Committee from nine to eleven. It was moved 
and carried that resignation of Dr. Balch be accepted, If 
renewed. It was moved and carried tnat Miss Winifred 
Chappell be nominated as member of the Executive Commit - 
tee; and also Miss Mary McDowell in case of Dr. Balch's 
TYes8ignation. It is understood that the above matters of 
change of constitution and other proper business be re- 
ferred to the membership in a referendum vote by means 

of the Bulletin, and that nominations to the Executive

The denominational s8ec- 
retaries have not been able to locate either 
its financial or other responsibilities and 
have been unable, after diligent search, to 
obtain any knowledge whatever as to the 
pers0n or pers8ons who may be operating 
the organization.” 

This is the Social Service Review, whose 
garbled misrepresgentation of our Secretary's 
article in the Methodist Review was quoted 
in the Literary Digest, and made the basis 
of an editorial in Zion's Herald. Upon be- 
ing made acquainted with the facts, Zion's 
Herald promptly - published them, but the 
editor of the Literary Digest thought that 
it was a good thing for the Methodist Re- 
view and for the Secretary to be heard of 
in quarters where their existence had be- 
fore been unknown. There is evidently 
need of a Jjournalistic conscience, or indeed 
any kind of a congscience would do. 


THANKS! 


We appreciate very much the kindly pur- 
pose of contributing to our education that 
prompted someone to send us copies of re- 
cent attacks upon the Commission on Indus- 
trial Relations, the American Federation of 
Labor, and the Eight Hour Day. Doubtless 
other preachers have received them. We 
Should appreciate them more if the pergons 
who have money to spend in printing and 
circulating guch material would reveal 
themselves to the public. Surely 80 good a 
cause does not need to hide its light under 
a bushel. The material itself, however, is 
a choice ex parte collection of ignorance 
and fallacies. One can account for guch ma- 
terial from labor sources, but when it comes 
from pergons of light and leading, who have 
been trained in the schools, it is hard to 
receive it with a charitable spirit.

Field Work 


Fewer meetings than last year, but a larg- 
er proportion reached groups of leaders. A 
few community campaigns held, notably in 
Cleveland and Indianapolis. More engage- 
ments refused than any other year, . indi- 
cating that other men are needed. They 
ghould be put in territorially, by confer- 
ences or by states. 

Survey material prepared for New Eng- 
land and Ohio Conventions of Methodist 
Men at cost of much time and effort. New 
ground broken in presenting this material 
by lantern g8lides. This was co-operative 
work with Laymen's Misslonary Movement, 
a complete program for Christianizing the 
world intensively, as well as extensivyely, 
thus being developed. 


Writing 


About thirty general articles for Method- 
ist publications, including a series\ on Col- 
orado: The Social Interpretation of the 
Lesson” each week for the Sunday School 
Journal; regular department of two or three 
pages in the Adult Bible class monthly. 
*Poverty and Wealth,” a study course for 
Adult Bible Classes, now published in book 
form. *Social Evangelism”” — our Book 
Agents declined to print this book, on the 
ground that the list for the year was al- 
ready completed, after it had been both re- 
quested and approved by the Book Editor. 
The refusal on this ground was made in 
June, although the manugscript had been in 
their hands since January. The Missionary 
Education Movement has now published it. 


Teaching 


Two geminar courses added, one on the 
Rural Church and one on Industrial Evange- 
lism. Some practical regults of work done 


- in the class room already beginning to ap- 


pear in the pastorates. 

Course of eight lectures, arranged by min- 
isters, business men and labor group, given 
in Ford Hall on labor problem, reaching 
widely. varied audience. At the close a rego- 
lution of thanks to the school was offered by 
the I. W. W. group and gs8econded by the 
men of the American Federation of Labor. 


Organization 


Correspondence—Decreased slightly last 
year. 


Commlsslons — A number doing good 
work; Northeast Ohio in rural field; Rock 
River in furnishing monthly discussions of 
vital 8ubjects; Philadelphia in employment 
of Field Secretary. Experience proves that

only thoge Commissions are active which 
have men awake to social movement who 
have been inspired and directed by contact 
with leaders. Little can be done without 
funds to visit the field, meet the group and 
direct activities. 


Membershipse—Number under 8geven hun- 
dred. Can be increased any time it seems 
advisable to sgpend money in individual ap- 
peals. 

Book Concern 


Much time and effort spent in an endeavor 
to adjugt relations between Allied Printing 
Trades and the Book Concern in its Western 
House. At our request last year, the organ- 
ization of another national attack upon our 
church was postponed until our negotiations 
could be carried further, Much corregpon- 
dence was involved, in addition to many 
pergonal interviews, and one joint interview 
between the Cincinnati Book Committee and 
our officers. Our proposal was that the 
Book Concern adopt the Preferential Policy 
in the employment of men, the Preferential 
Policy meaning that as between applicants 
of equal character and ability, the union 
man be given preference, provided, how- 
ever, that in like case a prior preference be 
shown for members of our own church. The 
Local Committee finally declined to adopt 
this policy and the Book Committee, as a 
whole, declined to change their action. Union 
labor is still agitating this matter, and has 
appointed Mr. Charles A. Sumner, a mem- 
ber of our General Council, to conduct ne- 
gotiations with the Book Concern, 


Interdenominational Aspects 


More frequent meetings of the interde- 
nominational Secretarial Cabinet and closer 
co-operation. A unity of impressſon is be- 
ing created throughout the country. We 
hope to pregent our statement to General 
Conference largely in the form of state- 
ment to be recommended to the Federal 
Council of Churches in its quadrennial meet- 
ing by its Social Service Commizssion. 


Finance 


The payment of $1,000 by the Indianapolis 
Co-operative Committee is all that has made 
this year's work possible, and we are with- 
out this aid this year. Some way must be 
found to increase our income by $1,500. 


Unfinished Business 


The following matters, which last year's 
report specified for emphasis, have been 
only partially developed, owing to lack of 
funds: 


Printed Matter: Volume on Social Evan- 
gelism,” now in print. Directories of guc- 
cessful community churches in city and 
country prepared, but no funds for printing. 
Series of pamphlets on Relief, Recreation 
and Social Hygiene not prepared, as no 
funds available for printing. 


Immigrants: Propaganda material trans- 
lated—men found to do this, but lack of 
funds prevented. | 

The Orient: To aid missionaries develop 
plans and printed matter. Some work done 


by corregspondence and plans made for fur- 
ther action. 


The Race Question: Tentative plans made 
to carry message to colored students. The 
door is open—purely a question of funds 
and time. 


Colleges: To reach every generation of 
students with vocational challenge of our 
mess8age. Being developed with North 
American Student Council. Colleges 
reached last year as never before. 

To digcover how many teaching economics 
and gociology in colleges will aid our move- 
ment, A committee appointed for this work. 


District Superintendents: To focus on 
these for development of community service 
churches and through them place Year 
Book in hands of every Methodist Preacher. 
Letters gent offering Year Book at special 
price, and asking that Social Creed be made 
known to constituency. Plan to follow up 
by getting report from every one before 
Spring on whether Social Creed is known 
and used in churches, and to what extent 
churches are familiar with General Confer- 
ence statement. 

These matters are unfinighed, but work 
on them will be continued. 


Local Secretaries 


O. H. McGlIll, Seattle, Wagh.: Visited mill 
and timber camps in twelve counties, some 
more than once, and a number geveral times. 
Visited coal camps at five points. Preached 
in churches and other places about one 
hundred and sixty times. Distributed about 
three hundred copies of Gospel and large 
amount of magazines and other reading mat- 
ter, including several thousand copies of 
gocial creed. Assisted men to find employ- 
ment. Visited and 8spoken at labor meet- 
ings, called at the homes of sick and unem- 
ployed, visited number of isolated commu- 
nities, calling at every house, and often ad- 
dressing children at school. 

H. N. Shenton, Philadelphia, Pa.: In- 
duced over one hundred ministers to pro- 
vide gpecial gocial service sermons and over 
forty to observe Labor Sunday. A good 
number have used special days; Children's 
Day, Mothers' Day, etc., for pregentation 
of 8ocial questions. Organized labor and 
Socialistic groups reached. Activity in be- 
half of temperance stimulated. Child Wel- 
fare exhibits shown at various points of 
conference and Exhibit arranged for Annual 
Conference. Classes for study of immigra- 
tion organized in a number of places. Many 
conferences, conventions and other groups 
addressed; many letters of inquiry 
answered, and 3,000 pieces of printed mat- 
ter distributed. 


E. Guy Talbott, Los Angeles, Cal.: Trav- 
eled 22,000 miles delivering addresses in 
churches of all denominations. Gave course 
of ten lectures at Deaconess Training 
School, using Social Creed of Churches” 
as text. Taught Social Service at E. L. In- 
stitute at Huntington Beach, spoken at nu- 
merous E. L. meetings, and addressed num- 
berless Brotherhood meetings. Worker for

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the pas8age in Legislature of six bills hav- 
ing 8ocial bearing, all of which were passed. 
Have had charge of Church Tax Exemption 
campaign. Contributed scores of articles 
to the church and labor press, including a 
6.000 word article on the relation between 
theology and goclology for the Biblical 
World. 
Future 


The question that lies before us is the 
relation of our organization to the denom- 
ination. The res8ponse to our activities in- 
dicates the continued need for both prac- 
tical guidance of community service acti- 
vities on the part of the church, and als 
for an aggressive educational propaganda 
of the 8ocial principles of the gospel. 

Our Executive Committee has at various 
times come to the conclusion that the com- 
munity 8ervice part of our work naturally 
belongs to the Board of Home Mixssions, 
and ghould be carried out by them under a 
thorough 8cheme of departmental organi- 
zation. The inspirational and educational 
campaign for the Christianizing of the social 
order is distinctly the function of an organ- 
ization which is not a collector and dis- 
tributor of funds. The pregent world crisis 
makes imperative the demand for a better 
organized propaganda of education for the 
organization of life around the principles of 
the gospel. 


At the Annual Meeting of the Federation, 
held in October, the following action was 
taken: 

Voted to continue the pregent arrange- 
ment with the Boston University School of 
Theology. In consideration of the fact that 
the Secretary turns into the treasgury of the 
Federation all monies received from lec- 
tures, books, articles and other outside 
work, voted that his salary be increaged 
$500. Elected to membership in the Gen- 
eral Council, R. E. Diffendorfer, H. N. Shen- 
ton, S. Earl Taylor and D. D. Vaughan.

Let us hope that *The Redemption of the 
South End” is not the end of a literature 
dilscussion, but is the beginning, along with 
Tippy's "The Church as a Community 
Force” and Mills', *The Making of a Coun- 
try Parish,” of a literature of accomplish- 
ment. The best thing for the man who 
wants to know what to do is to read what 
has been done. This is the story of Mor- 
gan Memorial Church in Boston, which un- 
der the direction of E. J. Helms, has become 
one of the most significant pleces of re- 
liglous accomplighment in the whole coun- 
try. Methodigm may be excused a little 
bit of pride in it. It ought to be reproduced 
in a dozen other cities. The story of the 
work has been interestingly written by 
Dr. BE. C. E. Dorion, and we earnestly ad- 
vise every one of our members immediately 
to purchase and read it. The Book Concern,

The Book Concern has sent us for review 
a copy of *Poyerty and Wealth,” by the Sec- 
retary.

The indefatigable Scott Nearing has gath- 
ered together an extremely ugeful compen- 
dium of facts concerning the distribution of 
incomes in his latest book, Income.”

It is perhaps the most thor- 
ough of his books. The book makes a vital 
contribution to the discussion of the prob- 
lem of income in its new classification, or 
gervice income and property income, the 
latter being the income from property own- 
ership, the former from human effort. The 
digcussion based on this distinction raizes 
this vital religious question, Shall the eco- 
nomic world decide that only thoge who ex- 
pend effort shall share in the wealth which 
is the result of that effort? Shall the eco- 
nomic world decide that each pergon ex- 
pending effort is entitled to all the value 
for which the effort is responsible, no more 
and no legs?”

The game issue is put up to the church in 
the egs8ay on the Church and Labor in 
Ernest Crosby's posthumous little book, *La- 
bor and Neighbor.”

Those who believe, or who want to make 
themselves believe that the origin of all cap- 
ital is the self-denial of the capitalist, will 
find a tonic—and they need one these days 
—in Capital,” by George L. Walker (Duke- 
low & Walker, Boston, 16 cents). He be 
lieves that the most vital questions of the 
pregent generation are: 

*Should the pergon who denies himself 
the enjoyment of many luxuries, in order 
that he may save a portion of his income, 
be forced to g8hare his savings with those 
who have not saved?” 

*Jhould the per8on who saves be per- 
mitted to invest his savings as he chooses, 
and to make as large profit as he can?” 

Ex-president Elliot wishes this could be 
circulated among the American members 
of the more intelligent labor unions. It is 
the kind of printed matter that at present 
is to be found only in New York, Boston, 
and perhaps in Philadelphia. 


There is great need in this country for a 
literature on Co-operation. A contribution 
in this direction has been made by Iszaac 
Roberts in Looking Forward—Co-operation 
the Solution,” Roberts & Co., Broad and 
Chestnut Sts., Philadelphia, $1.00. It con 
tains a lot of guggestive information, woven 
along the thread of the story of the efforts 
of a group of typical Americans to educate 
their community in the principles and prac- 
tice of co-operation.

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FOR TOILING WOMANKIND! 


«The Methodist Ohurch stands for 8uch regulation of the conditions of toil for 
women as 8hall 8afeguard the physical and moral health of the community.” 


For every thousand men in this country who are protected by an eight-hour law, only 
one woman is thus 'protected. 


Five states only have limiteq the working day of women to eight hours. Five others 
have prohibited night work. In the remaining states, no pernicious” legal require- 
ments interfere with the *personal liberty” of women and girlsg—they are free to 
work when and where and as long as they please. 


Patiently, and with no hint of rebellion, the handful of women who are organized point 
out to a heedless public the terrific strain put upon woman by modern industry : 


*Do you know,” they ask us, that in mills where women formerly tended two looms, 
they are now expected to look out for twelve or sixteen?” 


*Do you know that in canneries women work with eyes and attention fixed on moving 
conveyors, capping eighty cans a minute?” 


*«Do you know that in the gewing trades, girls sit for long hours in a room roaring with 
machinery, watching a machine that carries twelve needles or one that sets 4,000 
stitches a minute?” 


Patiently they pile up the evidence against overwork and overstrain: the regsults in 
lowered vitality; in the destruction of decent standards of life; in hideous diseasges; 
yes, even in broken morals. 


They enlist the sympathy of a great-hearted lawyer, who gathers evidence from all cor- 
ners of the earth in order to make it plain even to a Supreme Court that women 
may not be overworked without resulting injury to themselves and to the com- 
munity. 


And still—only five states give their women an eight-hour day; and only five prohibit 
night work! n 

Five million women and more are working for wages in this country. Three million of 
them work in shops and factories. 


Solemn commissions have met, examined budgets, collected figures, and finally concluded 
that a working woman cannot maintain hergelf in efficiency on less than ten dollars 
a week, or $520 a year. 

But what do these five million women actually receive? 

Sixty per cent of them have less than $326 yearly; ninety per cent receive legs than 


$500, and only five per cent are paid more than $600. 


The effect of low wages and long hours on the life of the individual woman is obvious 
enough. But what of the effect upon the future? 


Can a nation use up in this ruthless fashion its prospective maternity and . call itself 
Christian ? 


Can it expect anything but national disaster and decay if it grinds under the whirring 
wheels of industry the life forces of tomorrow ? 


And what of the Church? How much longer can it remain inactive in the face of these 
bitter facts? 

Such blasphemous disregard of the life of God as manifested in the girlhood and woman- 
hood of the nation, g8uch wanton waste of the Creative Energy stored up in their 
Hves—is it not a challenge to the Church of God? A challenge to fling forth once 


more the biting condemnation of the ancient prophet: When ye make many pray- 


ers I will not hear: your hands are full of blood!” 


Is it not a time of peculiar opportunity for the women of hid Church to add yet another 
to their manifold activities? To link hands with organized working women, and 
together with them demand that these evils shall cease to exist?

Has written scores of articles for the La- 
bor and Church Press, as well as 8peclial ar- 
ticles for reviews, and has prepared numer- 
ous copy for newspapers. 


Has especially helped in the present *Dry"” 
Campaign in California. 


Has given a great many addresses on the 
Peace Question, especially the relations be- 
tween the United States and Japan and 
Mexico. Many thousands of peace leaflets 
have been distributed. 

Promoted the Laymen's Misslonary Con- 
vention in Southern California. 

Is now promoting the building of a great 
downtown Mizsslon Buflding in Los Angeles. 

Acted as fraternal delegate from the Fed- 
eral Council to the last Convention of the 
American Federation of Labor, and from the 
California State Church Federation to the 
Federated Trades Council of California.

AMONG THE BOOKS 


Two books from immigrants—one from 
Steiner, No matter how much he writes he 
is never dull. That makes it all the worgse 
for him to aid the recession to nationallism. 
We would rather he wrote about interna- 
tionalizing America. The real nationalizing 
is to come through service to mankind. The 
chapter on *The Stomach Line” is worth 
the price of the book to any preacher. "Na- 
tionalizing America” (Revell, New York, 
$1.00). 


*Witte Arrives” (F. A. Stokes Company, 
New York, $1.25), is the story of the gstrug- 
gle of an immigrant Jew in the world of 
Journalisgm by one who has been through 
it. It is a real story, both on the pergonal 
8ide and as a picture of the newspaper 
world. The chapter, *War on the Unborn,” 
"it 1s not made by the physicians but by 
gociety,” is an indictment all the more ter- 
rible because of its restraint. 


The Industrial Questlon 


*Working Women of Japan,” by Dr. Gu- 
lick (Misslonary Education Movement, New 
York, $.50), is the kind of study that we 
need for the whole Orient. It shows the 
conditions of native labor and traces the 
ameliorative effects of Christianity. In 
their final outcome will guch studies be 
the record of the triumph or the failure of 
our western church life? 


Profes8or Groat modestly calls his book 
an Introduction to the Study of Organized 
Labor in America.” It is more than an his- 
torical description. It is a discusslon of the 
policies and 8ocial values of trade unlonism. 
The discussion is fair, concise, but thor- 
ough. This is one of the books that thoge 
who speak or write on the labor question 
will need first to congsult. (Macmillan, New 
York, $1.75). 


*Industrial Arbitration,” by Carl H. Mote 
(The Bobbs-Merrill Company, Indianapolis, 
$1.50), is a world-wide s8urvey of the agen- 
cles at work for industrial conciliation and 
arbitration. Here is an invaluable fungq of 
material. The Methodist preacher will be 
interested in the Appendix, which gives the 
Arbitration Agreement between the Inter- 
national American Newspaper Publishers» 
Ag88gocilation and the International Typo- 
graphical Union. The recent elght-hour 
controversy on the railroads 8ustalng the 
conclusion of the book that arbitration will 
not be widely guccessful in this country 
until there is a larger measgure of gocſal 
Justice accorded to the workers. 


«Industrial Leadership” contains the Page 
lectures. delivered to the zeniors of Shef- 
fleld Scientific School at Yale University. 
The author, H. L. Gantt, is announced as 
the leading exponent of the principles of 
gclentific management. He believes in 8g0- 


clal gervice and industrial democracy, but 
alas, they are easy terms to use these days. 
The title of the book should be changed to 
*Leadership in Industrial Management,” for 
it shows no conception of the real, underly- 
ing purpose of industry. It does not get 
beyond the product to the espiritual values 
involved. It sounds no call to leadership in 
golving the fundamental problem of indus- 
trial democracy, the joint relations of all 
the workers, both the directors and the di- 
rected, to the machinery and the regources 
upon which industry depends. Are our col- 
lege graduates going into industry with a 
conception of leadership that does not enter 
this field? (Yale University Press, New 
Haven, $1.00.) 


*Rest Days,” by Profegsor Webster of the 
University of Nebragka (Macmillan, New 
York, $3.00), is a book of facts for students. 
Here is the story of the rest days of primi- 
tive peoples and of antiquity. It will be 
well to consult this book before preaching 
either on Sabbath observance or one day's 
rest in seven. Profeggor Webster concludes 
that the Hebrew week and Sabbath were 
not taken over without change from Baby- 
lonia. His studieg convince him of the cloge 
relation between religion and gocial prog- 
ress. 


This is the place to observe that the work 
which the Macmillan Company are doing, 
the king of books they are iss8uing, makes 
them a national asset to the cause of 80- 
cial progress. 


Agalnst War 


John Haynes Holmes is a thorough-goilng 
pacifist. He is unconditionally against war 
and he has the courage of his convictions. 
His has been one of the few clear and brave 
voices gounding from the American pulpit 
in the pregent world crisis. In *New Wars 
for Old” (the title is not quite apt), he pre- 
gents thoroughly the cage against war on 
pragmatic grounds. The economic argu- 
ment is omitted. The spiritual imperative 
for the pacifist movement is adequately re- 
vealed. Non-resistance—it is an unfortun- 
ate but inevitable word—is truly defined as 
resistance lifted from the physical to the 
moral plane. The book has a mass of in- 
valuable material for the preacher who 
wants to s8peak for peace. Those who have 
yielded to the clamor of the militarists, or 
to the pressure of the war atmosphere will 
find here gomething to answer. (Dodd, 
Mead & Co., New York, $1.50).

Council of the Methodist Federation for Social Service (western mem- | 
bers) was held in the Garland Building, Chicago, October 11, 1917, 9.3» ra, 
Tho se pregent were Dr, Rall, preaiding, Mr, Ebinger, Mr, Vaughan and 
Miss Chappell as 8ecretary, Mr, Ebinger reported that Dr, Ward could 
not be present, 


The treagurer!'s report, including propoged budget for next 
year was pregented, A motion prevailed that we recommend to the 
office that other annual conferences be Btimulated to adopt a finan- 
cial plan eimilar to that followed by Rock River Conference, Miss 
Chappell reported urgent advices from Misess Scfibner that, on account 
of the financial stringency, her Balary be not increased this year 
and made recommendation to that effect, The treamurer!s report with 
the propogsed budget was then approved except that the question of 
Migzs Scribner!s Balary was left to the action of the New York meeting 
without recommendation, 


The Secretary's report was received and recommendations for 
office work for next year approved with the additional recommendation 
fran this meeting 3hay thete' be prepared' :- for Epworth League Btudy 
classes #£ a Bocial gervice text more elementary than the Social 
Creed of the Churches, 


The Secretary's and Treagurer!s reports were ordered pub- 
1i Bhed in the Social Service Bulletin, 


After digcussion of the Secretary's plan for field work in 
colleges a motion prevailed that this meeting recommend for the con=- 
g8ideration of the Pregident and the Secretary the gending of a letter / 
to the Y,M,C,A., Btating that we are glad to furnish Dr, Ward for auch / 
work but that in view of our limited revenue and the greater opportiu- 
nity of the Y.M.,C.A, to appeal for funds we feel that gome glare of 
his 8alary 8hould be ag88ured, The Secretary's underastanding with the 
Board of Home Miegsions, viz, "that practical community gervice will 
gradually be abgorbed by that Organization, leaving us propaganda of 
pr inchples and methods of gocial reconstruction® was approved,

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REPORT OF FIELD SECRETARY, Oscar H, MoGi11 


Beginning three years ago, in the midst of the bitterest lockout I1 have 
ever known, I had to do with helping 8ome of the workers to lease and begin 
operating two or three mall amingle mills. We now have 28 co=-operatively owned 
and operated plants, most of t hem shingle mills, Seventeen of these have 
formed themselves into an as80ciation through which logs as well as general 
8upplies are bought co-operatively; and the mill product is 801d through an 
office in the Lumber Exchange in Seattle, 


Until the first of this year I have managed the office and directed the 
energies of the mills toward organizing new enterprises, In January it was 
decided to extend the selling program 80 as to include a campaien for "direct 
8elling” by which the product of: the mills would go direct to the ultimate 
consumer, mostly the farm population, To this end I went to Montana where 
we identified ourselves with the American Society of Equity and to St, Paul 
where we tied up with the Non-Partisan League. 


Every mill we have started has been a financial s8uccess, not &a one has 
failed, In most cases the mills have been paid for within a few months, 80 
that with a few minor exceptions they are now clear of debt and operating on 
their om capital. | 


Ve have Tour or five mills employing from. thirty-five to fifty men each, 
that may be conservatively rated at about $50,000 each and less8er units ranging 
down to $7000 to $10,000, No questions of hours, wages or working conditions 
ever interfere, Profits and wages paid amount together to from two to three 
times the amounts paid in individually owned mills. 


I have dealt quite fully with the financial end of the movement but that 
does not constitute all that is being gained through it, In every mill tom 
where a co-operative organi zation has libeen formed and the men have gone to 
work for themselves, it has been a common matter of remark that a very noticeable 
changs has taken place in the attitude and demeanor of the men, To exchange 
a roll of dirty blankets for & permanent abode, to know that the temporary Job 
has given place to partnerghip in & real concern that is paying wages and div- 
idends, to feel 8ecure in establishing a home, to become interested in municipal 
and 80cial affairs, in a word to become citizens, actually gives men an outlook 
upon 1ife which makes life worth living. Having witnessed the effect of co- 
operation upon these men and knowing of the tens of thougands in the pit from 
which they have been digged, I only wonder that the "8o0cial unrest" is not & 
thougand times more violent,

progress and recognized the Methodist Federation for 
Social Service as the executive agency to rally the 
forces of the church in s8upport of those measures.

In fulfillment of the obligation, the Society has 
maintained an office with Harry F. Ward as Secretary, 
and Grace Scribner as Assistant Secretary. During the 
first two years of the quadrennium the Secretary 
sgerved on a part time and part salary arrangement, 
and since October 1919 has served without salary. 
The following activities have been maintained: 


Field Work 


Many different groups, local, sectional and national, 
are reached through public addresses and through 
teaching in 8ummer schools and in other groups. 
These include church people of different denomin- 
ations; labor groups; Socialists; clubs; college; uni- 
versity and theological students; social workers; Y. M.
